The argument was 
apparently related to Hunt's 
application for financial aid, 
which had not been properly 
filled out, according to Ara 
Boranian, associate dean of 
students and support services. 
“He just wrote “N/A” (not 
applicable) where he thought it 
wasn’t applicable to him,” 
Boranian said, ‘‘but it wasn’t his 
decision to make.” 

But Hunt has a different 
viewpoint. ‘That little sh-t girl 
(secretary in the financial aid 
office) told me that | had filled 
out the form wrong,” Hunt said. 
‘‘Nobody tells me what to do. 
They (police) kidnapped me off 
the campus.” 

According to Boranian, the 
secretary became so upset as a 
result of her encounter with 
Hunt, it was necessary for her to 
leave campus. 

Hunt's arraignment has been 
set for April 22 at 8:30 p.m.

The suspected bodyguard 
was identified as Charles Lee, 
and Ash said Lee went so far as 
to investigate rest rooms before 
Vaughn would enter them.

P.E. soon to become 
mandatory for all? 


The recent controversy concerning the practicality of permitting 
credit-by-examination for physical education classes seems 
bogged-down in a definition of the objectives of such courses. 

How should a credit-by-examination policy be conducted with 
respect to physical education? Are we concerned with the rules of 
play, the exercise, the participation, the attendance, or a 
combination of all of these factors? 

Rules of play constitute a minor part of physical conditioning, 
while at the same time there is very little constructive exercise in 
golf or bowling. 

At present, those who favor extending the credit-by-exam 
concept to the physical education department have not detailed the 
mechanics of the operation. They have not exhibited a means of 
testing the student who wishes to challenge a football, tennis or 
volleyball class. 

/n our opinion, physical education grades should not be given on 
the basis of individual performance. Indeed, “credit/no credit” 
seems far more equitable. A student with a potential 4.0 grade point 
average should not have to see his or her scholorship opportunities 
suffer as the result of a physical weakness or lack of superior 
coordination. 

Physical education at SAC is far too structured in its present 
form and should be examined closely by the Board of Trustees. It is 
the only department on campus where a dress code still exists, based 
solely on the requirements of a time long past. 

Red shorts and white shirts are necessary for sports activities? 
For golf, yes; for bowling, no. Why? 

Women enrolling in beginning golf have a five-stroke grading 
advantage over men enrolled in the same class. Does this mean 
women are inferior to men in that sport, or just weaker? A good 


many women, and men too, might take exception with that premise 
in 1974.

The Veteran $s 
Administration Office is the hub 
about which all veteran’s 
activities rotate. Unfortunately, 
it is extremely difficult for some 
vets to get there. 

According to Bob Ash, the 
center’s coordinator, 
approximately 25% of the 
students at SAC are 
ex-servicemen, of which the 
majority are ambulatory. Only 
about 1% are not. 
Approximately 30% are at least 
Partially disabled. 

Many times, veterans’ in 
wheelchairs or those on crutches 
must make their way = a 
considerable distance across 
campus to take care of their 
business at SAC’s VA office: 

These men that have given a 
Portion of their lives and parts 
of their bodies for you and | 
deserve more consideration. 
Impathy, and some action on 
the part of SAC’s administration 
is needed. 

Trying to park at SAC is 
frequently frustrating even for 
those of us in good physical 
health. This can be attested to 
by many of the students who 
drive to school. 

A few parking stalls specially 
designated for veterans’ in 
wheelchairs and those on 
crutches, near the north end of 
the Veteran’s Office, is a small 
sacrifice and consideration for 
the school to make.

Doe (not his real name), 
believes the sacrifice is 
necessary. Born, to Caucasian 
parents who toiled in the fields 
of public relations and deserts of 
banking, Doe’s education was 


sketchy until he discovered the 


Tustin Unified Railroad District 
(TURD). 

Now, he sees a future, if he 
can continue to avoid capture. 
Each day, armed guards and 
vicious dogs patrol the open 
plateaus separating Santa Ana 
from Tustin. Only Doe’s speed, 
and an occasional well-placed 
boot, have protected his 
freedom. 

During the migratory school 
season, Doe (not his real name), 
uses a vacant lot on Martha Lane 
(not her real name), as a mailing 
address. This is mecessary at 
report card. time and to receive 
periodic notices of his standing 


on the Dean’s honor roll. 
But 1,786 other 


“saddlebacks’’ use that same 
address and_ suspicions were 
aroused last month when the 
mailman developed a hernia.

And 
he'll continue to enter Rancho 
Santiago illegally for as long as 
he can. 

“What have | got to lose?”’ he 
queried. “If I’m caught they'll 
just erase my transcript and I'll 
start all over again.” 

Immigration authorities 


admit that there is no 
cut-and-dried solution to the 
iltegal alien problem 


Enforcement is difficult; there 
are not enough officers and dogs 
to man all of the roadblocks and 
checkpoints between Tustin and 
Santa Ana. 

Citizens of Tustin have 
petitioned their government for 
the right to secede from the 
union and an election of the 
people may soon be 
forthcoming. 

If the secession is successful 
Tustin may become the latest 
state to join the United States of 
Rancho Santiago. 

In that event, the tax dollars 
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of Tustin’s ‘’saddlebacks”’ would 
become the ‘‘greenbacks” of 
Rancho Santiago. 

But the problem fo; 
immigration authorities will not 
end there. Many residents of the 
North Orange County 
Community College District 
(NOCCCD) also sneak into 
Rancho Santiago each day, via 
their own underground railroad 
network.
